Whiliaker Wright Arrested 


by New York Police. 
He Coolly Declares that He is 
King Edward’s Friend. 
> 
Alleged Niece Traveled with Him 
Under Assumed Names— His 
Princely Siyle.

NEW YORK, March 15.—J. Whit- 
taker Wright, the London promoter, 
who is accused of being concerned in 
colossal frauds in connection with the 
Organization of various corporations, 
Was arrested today on the arrival! of 
the French line steame, La Lorraine 
from Havre. The arrest was made by 
two Central office detectives at the re- 
quest of the London police. 

Wright was taken to police headquar- 
ters, and jater to the Tombs Police 
Court, where he was arraigned before a 
magistrate, and turned over to the 
United States authoritics. He was 
then taken to the Ludiow-street jail. 
With Wright on the’ steamship was a 
tall, good-looking young woman, who 
said she was the niece of the prisoner. 
Her name on the passenger list was 
Miss F. Browne. 

Wright, when told that he was un- 
Ger arrest, showed no evidence of ex- 
citement, and said he was a friend of 
King Edward. His principal concern 
was to avoid publicity, and he asked 
that his arrest be kept from the news- 
papers. Wright and his companion 
were entered on the original passenger 
liet as M. Androni and Mile. An- 
dron!. 

That Wright did not expect to be ar- 
Tested is shown by the fact that after 
the steamship ieft Havre, he told the 

urser that a mistake had been made 
nm making the tickets out in the name 
of Androni. His name accordingly wag 
changed, and appeared on the addi- 
tiona] list as “Mr. J. W. Wright,” and 
that of the woman as “Miss F. 
Browne.” 

Wright ie thus described in the cable 
Message from the London police: 
“Absconder, charged on warrant with 
fraud to a large amount: Whittaker 
Wright, manager of London, Globe 
Finance Corporation of this city, aged 
50 years: height 5 feet 10 or 11 inches; 
complexion florid: hair and mustache 
@ark; large head; gmail eyes: receding 
forehead, weight about 252 pounds: 
wears gold-rimmed glaspes, with gold 
chain attached: speaks with a slight 
American accent. Please arrest if pos- 
sible, and wire Commissioner of Po- 
lice. London.” 

The description given out by the Lon- 
Gon police did not fit the man az to de- 
tails. It was a good general descrip- 
tion, however. Wright and the young 
Woman occupied @ne of the fines: deck 
Suites on the steamship. Wright was 
sitting at a desk in his cabin when 
found by the detéctives. When ad- 
dressed by name he at once admitted 
his identity, and on being tol@ that he 
was under arrest at the request of the 
London police, said: “That was a busi- 
ness transaction. I understood that the 
matter was all settied in Parllament. 
This is a surprise to me. I am willing 

‘to go with you. All I want is to get 
away from here with as little noise as 
possible. Don't let the newspapers

cluding the parent company, entitied 
the London and Giobe Finance Corpo- 
ration, with a total capitalization of 


$60,675,000. Wright was the managing 
director. 
Few millionaires lived in the same 


princely style as did Wright. in Park 
Lane, London, he had a miniature pa!- 
ace, in the drawnig-room of which was 
a copy of the famous Cabinet du Roi 
of Louis XV. It took three years to 
compicte, and cost many thousands of 
pounds. At Godalming he owned a 
country seat, in beautifying which 600 
workmen were engaged. It contains 
| costly fountains and statuary brought 
from Italy. Wright's stables alone cost 
a small fortune. They have upholstered 
Oak and leather settees and polished 
gun-metal fittings, while valuabie 
paintings and bas reliefs adorn the 
stalls. This private yacht was fitted up 
With similar luxuriousness, and at ote 
time he was credited with planning a 
yacat to race Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
Shamrock. 

One of the victime of the crash was 
the late Marquis of Dufferin, previously 
Governor-General of Canada and Brit- 
ish Ambassador at Par's. He con- 
sented to be chairman of the London 
and Globe Company. and had = 25,000 
shares in the diffreent companies. Wit 
Lord Dufferin on the hoard of direc- 
tors were Lieuts@en. Calthraf, 
who was colonel of the Fifth Dragoon 
Guards, and Edward William Pelham 
Clinton, master of the late Queen's 
household and son of the fifth Duke of 
New Castle. When the crash cam 
Lord Dufferin was severely censure 
for his connection wit! the Wright 
companies, but in a frank speech to 
the siockholders’ of the London and 
Globe Corporation he declared his posi- 
tion, and won the sympathy of the 
country. His wealth, at one time 
large. was believed to have been swal- 
lowed up in there compenies. 

Much American money was lost in 
the failure of the Wright Companies. 
There was a great outcry against the 
attitude of the authorities in not pros- 
ecuting Wright and h's fellow-directors 
of the London and Globe concern, and 
in January last a petition was circu- 
lated on the London Stock Exchance 
signed by many influential men, de- 
manding the prosecution of Wright, as 
it. was considered that the credit of 
the city and of the London Stock FEx- 
change demanded a thorough investi- 


gation. A fund of $25,000 was raised 
to initiate the procecdings against 
Wright. 

Arnold Wight. the author, at a 


meeting, said the reason the prosecu- 
tion was not undertaken by the gov- 
ernment was that the directors of the 
London and Globe corporation were 
sheltering themselves behind members 
of the royal family. He added that he 
understood that a royal Duke had in- 
vested his money in the concern, and 
he believed that “certain ~ hangers-on 
at court” wére using the name of the 
King and others for the purpose of 
hiding their own deeds. Other speak- 
ers at this meeting declared that the 
stockholders of the London-and Globe 
Company were victims of “terrible, 
heartless and gigantic ewindles.”

GAINING IN MEXICO. 


COMMENT OF AN OFFICIAL FROM 
THE BRITISH LEGATION. 


United States Yearly Increasing the 
Proportion of its Trade in the Sorth- 
ern Republic—Cotton Goods one of the 
Principal ftems—Boots and Shoes 
Especially Popular.

WASHINGTON, March 15—[Exclu- 
Dispatch.}) The steady gain in the 
United States in supplying the foreign 
merchandise required by Mexico is the 
subject of special comment by an offi- 
cial at the British legation at the Cily 
of Mexico in a report made to the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office on Mexican trade:

The people demand a 
canal, and it will be built we may be 
entirely sure of that. Just when the 
digging will begin ‘s enother matter. 
Rut that it shall begin epecdily all good 
citizens will continue to earnesils 
pray. We have entire confidence that 
romewhere in thie breed land there is 
a power strong cnough to throw sand, 
in the gears of the railways, and to 
forward canal building to a Dbiessed 
confummation. 


New York wants a ship canal from 
the Great Lakes to the Atlantic, but 
it ts dollars to devgehnuts that New 
York wili want the courtry to pay 
fort. When it comes to “putting up” 
for things wanted, by New York, we 
notice that New York is hilariousty 
in favor of reaping the fruits of the 
people's sowing—it was so with the 
Grant monument, with the foundation 
for the Siatue of Liberty on Bedioe’s 
island, and with about every other 
thing that New York has clamored for 
in the past fifty years.

‘Baptiem is analogous in the spiri- 
tun! life to naturalization in the po- 
litical life.

But he cannot claim the privi- 
lege: of citizenship. To be a citize. 
he must forgo his former allegiance 


and be naturalized. Now to be a 
Christian involves more than having a 
pious Iniention and kindly feeling. It 
means natiural.zation into the kingdom 
of God through a dectaration of al- 
leriance and a reception of privileges 
and powers. The naturalized Ameri- 
can tray look to his country then for 
protection and help. The baptized 
‘hristian may pow look up to Ged and 
try ‘Abba, Father. To say that bap- 
tiem is simply the declaration of a 
fact which already exieted*is as ab- 
curd as to say that marriage is sim- 
piv the d@ectaration of a fact which 
aiready existed.

At Christ Protertant Episcopal 


Church vesterday morning Rev. Dr. 
George Thomas Dowling, the rector, 
preached on “The Ministry of a Sunny 
Soul.” He said: 

“What constitutes one man or m- 
on. in the intercourse of daily life, a 
minister of sunshine, In distinction from 
another who is a purveyor of gloom? 

‘Weil, we must confess that tempera- 
ment has something to do with it. If 
I had time here [I would speak of the 
necessity of the mother of the unborn 
infant porsistently cultivating the spirit 
of peace and sunlight and good will 
toward all the world, because of the 
indelible tendencies which are thus be- 
ing impressed upon the babe that is to 
be. But these things I must leave for 
your physician, only reminding you 
that if he is wise he will have much 
to say to you along that Hne. With 
some an equable temperament is in- 
nate, because in that earliest and for- 
mative period of their existence that 
temperoment was determinedly cultt- 
vated by the mother herself. And your 
physician will tel you of others who 
were marked with the curse of melan- 
choly tendencies from their birth, be- 
cause of the peevishners and trasci- 
bility of the mother who bore them. 

“Then we must acknowledge again 
that sometimes it is dependent upon 
circumstances. Becky Sharp deciared 
that anybody could be virtuous on ten 


thousand a year. 
“And yet one foct, which I want to 
impress upon you todzy above all 


others, ic that frome of the most cheer- 
ful people you have ever known have 
been the very ones Who have seemed 
to have the least to make them so. I 
want vou to go away from this service 
with the deep-rooted principle in your 
mind that justi as you can change the 
tendency of other physical or mental 
or moral attributes br education, so the 
talent fer sunshine—that talent which 
will make you a weleome guest in any 
circle, and cause the tenor of your 
whole life to result in the ministry of 
a sunny soul—can be cultivated 
“But-how”? Well. to begin with, 
there must be a sincere desire. Every 
man grows toward thet which he really 
and persistenily keeps in view. That 
is true of every moral attribute, as 
Christ teaches concerning holinesa, 
‘Riessed are they that hunger and 
thiret after righteousness, fcr they 
shall be fliled.” If there is a hungering 
and a thireting for it, whatever our 
environment or whatever our heredity, 
we can have it. There are some people 
who do not seem ever to have awek- 
ened to a real desire for such an in- 
They are never happy unless 
are miserable. They enjoy bad 
health. They merit that dercription of 
a pessimist, that a pessimist is a man 
who of two evils chooses boih.

Need of the Times. \ 


| Rev. ©. J. K. Jones preached yes- 
jterday morning in the Church of the 
‘Unity on “The Need of the Times.” 
' He said, in part: 

| “The present great need among iIn- 
feliigent men and women of religious 
| iaith, or among those who care at all 
‘tor the conservation and development 
of the religious life, is, that they shall 
agree to heartily recognize what is 
} essential In this religious life. Only se 
can the world be brought to a condi- 
tion nearer to righteousness. To in- 
sist upon our distinguishing differen- 
(ces is to multiniy them, and to lead 
fuse farther away fiom each other; in- 
deed, is to continue a state of oppo- 
sition wiich cannot result in any wide- 
spread good to any worthy cause of 
(jod or man. When men regard re+ 
i.gion a8 a matter of definition embod- 
led in the dogmatic theortes about 
man and God, all manner of debates 
and contentiona must arise. The ages 
of thevliogical definition have always 
been the uges of bitterest enrhities and 
hostilities, both between individuals 
and nations. The years of the great 
councils of the church were periods 
when all society and government were 
disturbed. They created causes for 
internecine wars among the govern- 
ments of Europe, which wars were 
waged for no sane principle of human- 
iiy's interests, as of right against 
wrong. of knowledge against ignor- 
ance, nor of justice against oppression 
and tyranny. They were so many at- 
tempis to foist the creed of one peo- 
pie or perty upen another. 

“The monumental examples of this 
fort must ever reroain the efforts of 
the Inquisiiion, and the religious wars 
(of Middie Kurope. In these struggles 
millions of the population were slain, 
and that, too, for no purpose under 
the sun that can be justified. When 
one considers what losses to humanity 
have been occasioned by religious an- 
tagonisms, and what ware still occa- 
sioned, the question arises whether or 
not relig’on has not done more harm 
than good to the general welfare ot 
mankind. I do not think so, yet. I 
repeat. the question will ariee. To- 
day the body of Christendom is di- 
vided into a thousand sects, each one 
struggling for the maintenance of spe- 


| cific ideas which are more or 
petiyr as compared with 
the broad = interests of hurnan- 
ity. There sects have among 
‘them scarcely o practical bond of fel- 


lowship and cooperntion. Indeed, they 

treat each qgther with much of disre- 
gard, and even contemp!. We gee this 
liustrated tn its sorry meannesses 
throughout the length and | readth of 
eur land. FKapecially in smai! towns 
and country villages. And yet they 
eall Jeens their master and example! 
The need of the times is the correction 
of thie attitude of good people towara 
each other, for it is unchrietian, ag it 
is unmanly and unwomanly.”

St. Patrick the Protestant. ‘ 

At the First Congregational Church 
tev. Willlam Herace Day preached 
yesterday morning on “St. Patrick tac 
Protestant.” He said, in part: 

“What right have we to call 
Patrick Protestant” Lather and Knox 
were sixteenth-century Protestants, be- 
cause they opposed the papal ciaims. 
St. Patrick manifested the same epirit 
of independence tn the fifth century. 
He was a child of the British church 
whieh wae rather Greek than Roman 
In faith. The Irish chureh founded by 
Patrick always revealed this same 
spirit untii the time of the Norman 
archbishop of Catebury. Lanfrance. 
1070. The Irieh church reconverted the 
territory of England, and when it en- 
countered the beginning of Roman 


missions in the south, it was to find 
that Irish and Roman missionaries 
were of different spirit. It was not till 


two centuries after Patrick that the 
Council of Whitby ended the anteg¢- 
oniem in England. Im fact, Patrick's 
very success in ireland was due to 
his independence of Rome. Paliadius, a 
representative of the new papal im- 
perialiem. had falied among the 
pairiotic Irish, because he demanded 
allegiance to the Pope. When Patrick 
preached the freer Christianity of 
Britain, the men if Erin adopted the 
faith. 

“Rut we Protestants do not admire 
Patrick simply because we may call 
him «a Protestan’ Christian. but rather 
because he war a great Christian.” 

After a statemer-: of the principal 
facts In his« life, the epeaker added: 

“There is a far more’ § important 
thing than these questions of historical 
criticism—whet do we owe this man, 
and what leeson does his Ufe teach us? 
If there had not.been a Patrick the 
wave of paganism which swept west- 
ward and submerged the ancient (hris- 
tianity in Britian, and some parts of 
Gaul, would not have found tn Ireland 
a wall of faith against which it broke. 
From Irish churches and schools 
a stream of missionaries. These men 
led heathen Saxona in England. and 
the Teutonic people in Germany and 
Gaul! into the Christian faith, It was 
they who laid foundations for the Ger. 
man reformation. Upon the piety of 
the discinies of Patrick Engifeh Puri. 
tans builded. Without Patrick Crom- 
well,would not have been possible. and 
free American commorwealth would 
never have been born. Al! honor to a 
man of such character, whe was not 
‘disobedient to bie vielen.’ 
who followel hie duty at ai! coert. The 
accret of his power was hie Chriet- 
likeness. His willingness to sacrifice 
what men most prive for the eake of 
his beloved Irish. ‘I sold my nobiliiy 
for this nation. neither do I renene jt’ 
That is the lesson for us today.”

First English Lutherans Celebrate the 
Wiping Out of Their Church Debt. 


Lucky Real Estate Deal. 

One year ago yesterday the First 
English Luthern Church of this city, 
under the leadership of its devoted 
young pastor, Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, 
held a meeting at which a subscription 
was taken to clear off an indebtedness 
that had hung over it since its *dedi- 
cation in 1890. Those subscribing, 
agreed to pay the amount within one 
year, in monthly installments. 

At the service yesterday morning the 
pastor had the canceled notes in his 
hand. and announced that instead of 
burning them as is sometimes done, 
they would be attached to, and become 
a part of the history of the church. 

Mr. Weaver briefly recited the story 
of the congregation, from the time it 
worshiped in a room in the third siory 
of a building on Main street, just 
north of First, to the present time. 
When the church was built at the pree- 
ent location, on the corner of Eighth 
and Flower streets, there were but 
twenty-three members, now it has over 
members. 

Incidentally. Mr. Weaver related a 

bit of real estate gossip that is in- 
teresting. The church bought a lot on 
Flower atreet, between Seventh and 
Eighth. for which it paid 000, with 
the aid of many enterprising citi- 
zens, “Farmer” being repre- 
sented by a $500-donation. The lot 
had no sooner been paid for, than it 
wae found thatthe German Lutherans 
had bought the tot adjeining, each 
without the knowledge of the other. 
They agreed that both lots should be 
put on the market, and the first one 
to sell should seek a new location. 
Within eight months the English Luth- 
erans sold for $7500, and arivance of 
50 per cent.. and vought the lot they 
now occupy. 
The church was dedicated in Apr'il, 
1890, and it has one of the hand- 
somest and beet finished Interiors in 
the city. the pews and furniture be- 
ing of solid oak, the windows of rich- 
eet cathedra! glare and the whole 
handsome! carpeted. The Sunday- 
school _ eutgrown its department 
and «a nd is now under way for 
enlorging that portion of the strie- 
ture.

The teaching of Max Muller that the 
human race was cradled in Northern 
India, has been hitherto generally ac- 
cepted.
